LAKE PLACID. Feb. 12 (R) - The Intemau'onal Olympic 
Committee has decided to cany on with the games in Moscow this 
summer, according to reliable sources. The United States had 
asked the committee to move the games from Moscow as a protest 
against Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. Members of the com- 
mittee have spent the last few days debating the issue. IOC 
sources confirmed that the general feeling was that the Moscow' 
games should go ahead, and that even the present situation with 
Soviet troops intervening in Afghanistan did not disqualify the 
Russians from hosting the games. In Washington. White House 
officials denided a press report that President Carter had reversed 
his policy and was leaving open the possibility of U.S. athletes 
competing in Moscow if the Soviet Union pulled out of Afghanis- 
tan by May 24, the final day for accepting or rejecting formal 
invitations to the games. The U.S. Olympic Committee will have

U.S. imposes blackout on 
efforts to release hostages 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 12 <R) - 
The State Department today 
imposed a temporaty news black- 
out on its efforts to gain the 
release of 50 American hostages 
in Iran, saying any comment could 
be counter-productive. 

"At this point, official comment 
by the administration on each 
proposal, suggestion or rumour 
that may be "raised in general or 
specific terms from a variety of 
sources is neither necessary nor 
productive." spokesman Hodding 
Carter said. "Therefore, today I 
will have no further comment on 
the hostage situation or any of the 
various stories." Later he said the 
blackout could last hours, day* or 
weeks. • 


Jamahiriyah calls for 
war against France 


TRIPOLI. Feb. 12 (Agencies) -- 
The ruling party in the Libyan 
Jamahiriyah has called for war 
against France if it refuses to with- 
draw its "invasion" force from 
Tunisia, the Liby an News Agency 
JANA said today. 

A meeting of the People's Con- 
gress called on France to withdraw 
its Forces fro in Tunisia. Otherwise, 
it said, Libya would be compelled 
"to confront the aggressive and 
colonialist French stand by all 
means, including war, and to 
threaten and undermine all 
French interests in all pans of the 
world*’. 

The retaliation would be violent 
and costly to France, the congress 
said in a resolution after an 
emergency meeting here last 
night. 

France sent three warships to 
the western Mediterranean after 
Tunisia asked formilitary help fol- 
lowing a raid on the southern min- 
ing town of Gafsa on Jan. 27. 

Tunisia has accused Libya of 
organising and financing the raid, 
in which 41 people, including 22 
Tunisian soldiers, were killed.

Baghdad, Bonn 
in broad accord 
on many issues 

BONN, Feb. 12 (R) -- Iraq and 
West Germany, despite dif- 
ferences on the Middle East ques- 
tion, were today reported in broad 
agreement' on numerous issues 
covered during three days of talks 
in Bonn. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Sa ado un 
Hammadi and West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Gcnscher held a last round of dis- 
cussions today which apparently 
concentrated on lhe Afghan crisis 
as well as Middle East develop- 
ments. 

The Bonn foreign ministry said 
“questions of the Near and Middle 
East regions" were discussed, but 
refused” to go into derail. It said 
there was broad agreement on 
many of the issues. 

Diplomatic sources said the two 
ministers also reviewed efforts to 
build closer lies between the 
European Common Market and 
the countries of the Gulf region. 

West Germany has repeatedly 
stressed the importance of sta- 
bility for non-aligned countries 
following the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan. 


Qadhafi expressed solidarity with 
the “popular revolution in 
Tunisia" and said Tunisia was 
being subjected to a French 
imperialist invasion. 

The People’s Congress called 
for reinforcement of a strategic 
alliance with what it called the 
oppressed people and 
revolutionaries in Tunisia in their 
struggle to overthrow President 
Habib Bourguiba. 

In Tunis, informed sources said 
today the Arab League council 
will meet in special session there 
on Saturday to discuss a Tunisian 
complaint against the Libyan 
Jamahiriyah. 

Foreign ministers will attend 
the meeting, requested by Tunisia, 
"to discuss the attack against the 
city of Gafsa at the instigation of 
the Libyan regime." 

The Libyans have also 
requested an Arab League meet- 
ing to discuss "the invasion of 
Tunisia by France". 

France supplied transport air- 
craft and helicopters to Tunisia 
after the Gafsa attack. 

Mr. Ahmad Hilal. Libyan 
ambassador in Saudi Arabia, said 
in Jeddah today his government 
had also requested an emergency 
meeting of Islamic foreign minis- 
ters lo discuss the French position. 

The French "intervention in 
Tunisia is similar to the Soviet 
action in Afghanistan.” he told 
reporters.

Asked whether it indicated 
increased hopes for an early end to

Iranian President Abol Hassan 
Bani-Sadr said in a French news- 
paper interview yesterday that the 
captives could be released in the 
next few days if the United States 
acknowledged its "crimes” in Iran 
over the past 25 years. 

Tonight. Mr. Bani-Sadr said the 
detention of the hostages at the 
U.S. embassy and Iran’s demand 
for the extradition of rhe deposed 
Shah were two distinct issues. 

He told journalists at the close 
.of a meeting of the ruling 
Revolutionary Council: "It’s not a 
question of our releasing the hos- 
tages and allowing the” Shah to 
enjoy his life.** 

He was commenting on the 
interview published yesterday by 
the Paris daily Le Monde which 
quoted him as saying the extrad- 
ition of the Shah, now in Panama, 
was no longer a condition for the 
release of the Americans held 
since Nov. 4. 

"I have not said they do not 
depend on each other. These two 
issues must not be connected." he 
said.

Fierce fighting 
in Gonbad Kavus 

TEHRAN. Feb. 12 tR) — Fierce 
fighting raged in the northeastern 
Iranian town of Gonbad Kavus 
today us revolutionary guards 
backed by army rroops moved in 
to crush a four-day-old rebellion 
by minority Turkoman guerrillas, 
local residents said. 

One resident told Reuters by 
telephone that government forces 
were attacking the Turkomans 
with artillery.” mortars. grenade 
launchers and automatic rifles. 

The guerrillas were reported to 
be shooting back from private 
houses and defending themselves 
with grenade-launchers captured 
in an eighi-day uprising last 
spring. 

Hospitals refused to give casu- 
alty figures. But residents said at 
least six Turkomans and seven 
revolutionary guards had been 
killed today, taking the total death 
toll to at least 32 with several 
times that number wounded. 

President Abol Hassan Bani- 
Sadr, speaking in Tehran last 
night, warned” political parties, 
which he said were creating trou- 
ble in Gonbad Kavus and else- 
where. to lay down iheir arms and 
negotiate. "Otherwise the people 
will not tolerate this kind of inci- 
dent and will crush them." he 
declared. 

Mr. Bani-Sadr has blamed 
Marxist Fedayeen guerrillas for 
rhe unrest which began when a 
Fedayeen march last Friday ended 
in clashes with revolutionary- 
guards. 

Iran’s roving Islamic judge, 
Ayatollah Sadeq Khalkhaii, is in 
Gonbad Kavus to investigate the 
disturbances.

Asked whether rhe embassy- 
students failed to respect the 
Revolutionary Council, Mr. 
Bani-Sadr said tonight: "The 
decisions of the Revolutionary 
Council must be carried out." 

Commenting on the Le Monde 
interview the "students said they 
would hand over their captives if 
Ayatollah Khomeini ordered 
them to do so. but added that they 
did not expect him to give such an 
order. 

A ruling had been awaited from 
Ayatollah Khomeini today on the 
fate of the hostages, but. declaring 
that he was in the last days of his 
life, he instead appealed from his 
hospital bed tonight for national 
unity in advance of next month's 
parliamentary elections. 

The revolutions iv leader made 
a similar reference to the 
approaching end of his life several 
months ago. well before he went 
into hospital with a heart ailmem, 
and political sources said today’s 
remark should not be taken too 
literally. 

Asked to comment, doctors at 
Tehran's Mehdi Reza'i heart hos- 
pital said Ayatollah Khomeini was 
feeling weil. and his statement 
could have been made by any 
79-vear-old man.

The two sides also discussed 
bilateral relations and agreed to 
"develop the existing "’cultural' 
agreement between the two coun- 
tries and bolster (its stipulations) 
further," JNA said. 

It added that the two countries 
agreed to "expand and strengthen 
commercial, artistic and touristic 
relations between them and to 
conclude further agreements reg- 
ulating the channels of coop- 
eration between them in these 
fields.” 

The two sides also stressed the 
significance of “continued con- 
tacts' and the exchange ' of visits 
between officials from both coun- 
tries." JNA said. 

The talks were attended by 
Minister of State Hassan Ibrahim. 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Marwan Al Qassem and 
Minister of Supply Jawad Anani. 
The Spanish side included Foreign 
Minister Marcelino Oreja Aguirre 
and Minister of Commerce and 
Tourism Juan Antonio Garcia- 
Diez. 

Earlier today. His Majesty King 
Hussein received Mr. Suarez in

Mr. Oreja said: "The Camp David 
approach has produced only par- 
tial results with two parties, Egypt 
and Israel, by improving their 
bilateral relations. But this is still 
not a global solution.” 

’ He said Spain seeks a global 
solution in the Middle East peace 
which would be acceptable to all 
parties concerned. "This could be 
done through the United Nations 
or by an outside initiative. It 
doesn’t matter that procedure be 
strictly followed, only that a move 
towards a global solution be 
made," he said. 

Mr. Oreja said Spain's role is 
not that of mediator, but it seeks 
to improve the conditions for 
peace by “intensifying our" coop- 
eration "and exchange of infor- 
mation” with those parties 
involved. 

Dr. Suarez arrived here for two 
days of talks on rhe Middle East 
today after ending a rwo-day visit 
to Iraq. 

Dr. Suarez and his delegation 
flew in from Baghdad where they 
held talks on energy and the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

He was met at the airport by the 
prime minister, cabinet members, 
senior officials and heads of dip- 
lomatic missions in Jordan. 


Gromyko accuses U.S. of trying to 
convert Pakistan into tension hotbed 


NEW DELHI. Feb. 12 tR) - 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko today accused rhe 
United States of trying to convert 
Pakistan into a hotbed of tension 
and "a springboard for further 
escalation of aggression against 
Afghanistan." 

Mr. Gromyko was speaking at a 
banquet after holding lengthy 
talks on the Afghan situation with 
Premier Indira Gandhi and other' 
Indian leaders. 


The Soviet minister, who 
arrived earlier today fora 44-hour 
visit, said that if Pakistan went 
along the path followed by the 
United States and China, it would 
"get nothing good” and would 
undermine its position as an inde- 
pendent state. 

An official Indian spokesman 
said that during his talks with Mis. 
Gandhi, the Soviet minister had 
agreed to consider measures to 
defuse the situation in the region.

But the spokesman declined to 
specify whether the measures 
included a withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan. 

Mr. Gromyko said that Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev had 
already given an "exhaustive 
answer” in a recent interview with 
rhe Soviet newspaper Pravda on 
when and under which conditions 
the "limited Soviet military con- 
tingents would be withdrawn 
from Afghanistan.” 

He said ail other statements on 
this were "guesswork... cooked at 
the Washington political kitchen." 

"AH these (U.S.) activities can 
be qualified in no other way but as 
an immediate threat to the sec- 
urity and independence of peoples 
of the Middle East and Near East 
and the peoples of South Asia. 
And we understand these people's 
concern." Mr. Gromyko said. 

Indian External Affairs Minis- 
ter P.V. Narasimha Rao told Mr. 
Gromyko thai India hoped the 
recent setbacks to detente would 
not bring the world to the brink of 
another cold war. “We know that 
the Soviet Union too must share 
this hope," he said. 

Although he did not specifically 
mention Afghanistan, Mr. Rao 
said recent developments had 
threatened the stability of the reg- 
ion. “Our ■ conviction that each 
country must be free to develop 
according to its own genius and 
tradition is central to any solution 
which we might consider.” he said. 

The Indian spokesman said 
Mrs. Gandhi explained to Mr. 
Gromyko India's opposition to 
the use of force and interference in 
the internal affairs of other coun- 
tries. 

Asked about the talks, Mrs. 
Gandhi told reporters: “As usual, 
frank.” 

The Indian government has 
stopped short of condemning the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. calling for negotiations rather 
than confrontation to secure the 
withdrawal of the Soviet troops. 
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Colonisation 


WHAT IS happening in Hebron is one of the most sinister 
developments in the Middle Edst in recent years. It is, 
happening not with the suddenness or drama of other simi- 
larly sinister developments, but rather gradually and 
almost stealthily. It is high time that we in the Arab World 
sat up and took notice of what is happening, and used every 
resource at our disposal to respond to it. 

No-one. of course, needs to tell the native inhabitants 
of the occupied Arab city of Hebron, about their inten- 
sifying struggle. They are daily bearing the brunt of perhaps 
the most blatant and defiant Israeli attempt since 1973 to 
assert the will of Zionism in the Arab land of Palestine. 

The murder of an Israeli soldier in Hebron (by as yet 
unknown assailants) has conveniently served as a catalyst 
for the Begin government's authorisation of the large-scale 
Jewish colonisation of the Arab city, together with the 
expansion of the existing settlement of Kiryat Arba and 
three others nearby. 

This gives a dramatic new dimension to Israel's set- 
tlement policies, if only because of the paranoid frenzy with 
which the Israelis go about these matters. In fact, as the 
East Jerusalem Arabic newspaper Al Quds has pointed 
out, the presence of Jewish families in Hebron, as has been 
the case in the past, does not alter the Arab and Islamic 
character of the city. But making this city a test case for 
massive Jewish colonisation could have the kind of dis- 
ruptive effects associated with the original influx of Euro- 
pean Jews into Palestine. 

This is quite apart from the fact that, unlike 1948,* 
international Jaws now exist which quite clearly forbid the 
type of civilian settlement carried out by the Israelis on the 
occupied territory of others. 

Let us also leave aside the question of the impact of the 
Hebron decison on the Middle East “peace process." since 
it has been clear from the outset that Israel's aim in pur- 
suing these negotiations with Egypt and the United States 
has been to Secure a protective shield for precisely this type 
of colonisation. They will argue that it doesn't matter how 
many Israelis are settled in Hebron since the Arabs of that 
region will soon be granted “autonomy". Such autonomy 
would give the Arabs of Hebron, and elsewhere, the right 
to administer their own rubbish collection, perhaps, but 
they would in the process have surrendered their claim to 
national sovereignly in their own homeland, and mean-, 
while would have witnessed the settlement there of who 
knows how many thousands of Jewish citizens of the Israeli 
state.

Vance has requested about the Hebron affair before the 
U.S. decides how to react to the. Israeli move. 

As it is now. the affair has pushed the Arab-Zionist 
conflict onto a new plane of tension which cannot con- 
ceivably enhance the prospects of peace.

operational level — and made its true motives transparent. 

Concerning the situation in the area, it is obvious the American efforts 
to polarise it an: continuing, which means another fact about the Arab 
position has not received the American response it deserves — and that is 
the Arabs' refusal to involve the area in the superpower conflict.

Mr. Saqqaf said that compared 
to previous orderc, there are 
commodities whose prices have, 
gone down, such as fresh meat, 
while others have had their prices 
increased. These latter are those 
produced and dealt with by the 
private sector. They include chem- 
ical detergents. daily products and 
plain halaweh. 

The amendments to the prices 
were made on the recom- 
mendations of a committee rep- 
resenting the Ministry of Supply, 
the General Federation of Trade 
Unions, the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade, the chambers of indus- 
try' and commerce and the Minis- 
try of Finance and Customs. The 
committee was formed by the 
prime minister following arm- 
plaints by producers and impor- 
ters that the prices fixed by the 
Ministry' of Supply were too low. 

Mr. Saqqaf noted that the gov- 
ernment now subsidises three 
major commodities: bread, for 
which ihe government subsidises 
5fi per cent of the prices of wheat: 
and flour and sugar, which the 
government subsidises by JD 50 
per tonne. 

"The government also subsidises 
the price of meat by JD 500.000 a 
vear.

ADELAIDE. Australia Feb. 12 (AP)--The Kenyan ath letic team 
successfully completed their Australian rour. brea king two 
Australian records at last night's Adelaide International Games. 

22. broke the Australian Open 3000 metres steeple- 
chase record, previously held by Olympic silver medali st Bronis- 
law Malpncwski of Poland, by 3.6 seconds. The expect ed contest 
between Rono and 25-\ ear-old Australian champion 1 Peter Lar- 
kins of Victoria did not develop. Exhibiting a characteristic of 
most Kenyan athletes. Rono set a near-suicidal early pace in the 
seven and a half lap. 35-hurdle event. The little Com tjnon wealth 
champion held world record schedule force the first th ree laps and 
fell away towards the end but still finished 50 metres, in front of 
Larkins. When asked why he had set such a pace, Rono com- 


plained that officials were not giving lap times and “I didn't know- 
how fast I was running.” Larkins, Melbourne doctor, who 1 9 days 
ago set the Australian national record here was disappointed at 
his time. “I blew an Australian Olympic qualifying time on the 
second last lap when my legs kept buckling” he said. Larkins flew 
home over the last with a time of 62 seconds— five seconds faster 
than the Kenyan's last lap. Commenting on Rono's early pace 
Larkins said: “It would have been suicidal to go with him.” 
Brilliant 26-year-old Kenyan James Mainu won his 42 con- 
secutive international race. 'His time equalled the Australian 
record but was 1.7 seconds slower than his best.

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ICIDI calls for summit to 
draft guides for cooperation 
between rich, poor nations 

UNITED NATIONS, Feb* 12 (R) - An international 
commission headed by former West German chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt today called for a world summit 
to draft guidelines for cooperation between indus- 
trialised and developing nations. 


The summit. limited to about 25 
participants, would concentrate 
on working out an emergency 
programme for the years 1930 to 
19S5 and discuss other proposals 
in the commission's report, enti- 
tled “North-South: a programme 
for survival." 

The Independent Commission 
on Internationa! Development 
Issues (.ICIDI) was established in 
1977. at the suggestion of World 
Bank President Robert McNam- 
ara, to study the economic and 
social disparities between 
developed and developing coun- 
tries and to suggest solutions. 

Its 21 members included former 
British prime minister Edward 
Heath, former Swedish premier 
Olof Palme, former Chilean pres- 
ident Eduardo Frei, Indonesian 
Vice-President Adam Malik, and 
Commonwealth Secretary-. 
General Shridath Ramphal of 
Guyana. 

The commission said a summit 
was necessary to break a deadlock 
behveen the rich and poor coun- 
tries, and concluded: “The search ' 
for solutions is not an act of 
benevolence but a condition of 
mutual survival." 

The commission’s proposals 


include the creation under United 
Nations auspices of a global 
energy research centre to coor- 
dinate information and to support 
research on new energy resources. 

A copy of the 304-page report 
was today presented to U.N. 
Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim, who hashimself frequently 
urged the establishment of an 
energy institute. 

The report calls for reform of- 
the world monetary system, 
including creation of an inter- 
national currency for sett! mg out- 
standing balances between central 
banks. 

Such a currency would replace 
the use of national currencies as 
international reserves and could 
take the form of an improved spe- 
cial drawing right (SDR), the 
commission says. 

It also urges greater par- 
ticipation by the developing coun- 
tries in the staffing, management 
and decision -making of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF). 

The commission’s emergency 
programme, for the period 1980- 
1985, calls for: 

— A large-scale transfer of 
resources to help the poorest: 
countries and regions most sen- 



Brown ‘optimistic’ U.S. 
will have access to ME 
bases in times of crisis. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. 

(R)— U.S. Secretary of Defence 
Harold Brown said last night he- 
was reasonably optimistic that the 
United States would be able to use 
military bases in pro-Western 
Middle East countries in times of 
crisis. 

But he refused to confirm or 
deny a New York Times report 
that agreement had already been 
reached for emergency use of 
bases in Oman, Kenya and 
Somalia. 

“We have been negotiating with 
several countries in the region to 
provide access to their facilities in 
times of crisis and to allow visits in 
peacetime,” Mr. Brown said on 
• ABC television. 

These negotiations have been, 
reaching full fruition, but I think it 
is premature to say how they have 
come out. I am reasonably 
' optimistic that we will be able to 
' make arrangements for access." 

On a New York Times report 
that Saudi Arabia had agreed to 
allow U.S. military equipment to 
be stored there, he said: “I don't 
want to comment or confirm or 
deny statements about individual 
countries.” 

Mr. Brown told the television 
interviewer he believed the Soviet 
Union would soon launch a 
“peace offensive” in Afghanistan 
to impress world opinion. 

In Singapore, Admiral Robert 



Secretary Harold Brown 
Long, commander tn chief of U.S. ’ 
forces in the Pacific, said today the 
United States had adequate milit- 
ary strength in Southwest Asia, 
including the Indian Ocean, to 
face any Soviet challenge. 

He told a press conference that 
the United States had already 
moved two carrier battle groups to 
the Arabian Sea following the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. 

“We have also shifted naval 
forces, including a nuclear- 
powered battle group, from the 
Atlantic to the Indian Ocean,” he 
added. 

He said the United States was 
seeking more base facilities in the 
Middle East.

highest level. We hope that a 
summit could enable political 
leaders to take the first step 
towards committing themselves 
and their people to a global 
agreement for tile benefit of the 
whole world.

Three former gestapo men sentenced 
for complicity in murder of thousands 


COLOGNE, West Genriany, Feb. 12 (R) — A 
West German court sentenced three former ges- 
tapo men yesterday to jail sentences ranging up to 
12 years for complicity in murdering thousands of 
Jews and communists deponed from wartime 
France. 

The 12-year term went to Herbert-Martin. 
Hagen, 66, who had been personal assistant to the 
SS police chief in France and head of a department 
in the Paris cestapo. 

Kurt Lischka, 70, one-time gestapo chief in 
Paris, and Ernst Heinrichsohn, 59, who worked in 
the gestapo’s Jewish affairs department in Paris, 
were jailed for ten and six years respectively. 

The court had heard that some 35,000 of the 
deportees — old people, invalids and children — , 
were taken straight to the gas chambers of; 
Auschwitz and other death camps in Nazi-occupied 
-Poland. 


All three defendants denied knowing what was 
happening to the deportees. The defendants sat 
with heads bowed for most of^the judge’s final 
statement. _ . 

‘ Each of the defendants — ’ win pursued successful 
business careers in post-war West Germany — had 
been sentenced by French courts in the 1950s’ Mr. 
Heinrichsohn to death and the others to life impris- 
onment, But West German law prevented them 
from being extradited to France and for many years 
blocked a retrial in this country. 

It was only in 1975. after widespread publicity 
for the cases of Mr. Lischka and others, that West 
Germany ratified a legal accord with France which 
opened the way for the case to be heard here. 

By a strange twist of fate, the courthouse where 
Mr. Lischka and the others faced trial is only a few 
paces from the former gestapo headquarters in 
Cologne where Mr. Lis chlca had his office. - • 


But continues support for Olympics boycott 

Australia lifts ban on sale of 
strategic mineral to USSR 


CANBERRA, Feb. 12 (R) - The Australian 
Government today lifted a ban on the sale to the 
Soviet Union of a strategic mineral used in the 
manufacture of missiles. 

The ban involving the mineral rutile was 
imposed two weeks ago in protest against the 
Soviet military intervention in Afghanistan. 

Trade and Resources Minister Doug Anthony 
announced the lifting of the ban after a cabinet 
meeting addressed by Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser, who had just returned from talks in the 
United States and Europe on the Afghan issue. 

Mr. Anthony said: “The government’s exami- 
nation of this" matter indicates that the Soviet 
Union is not dependent on imports for strategic 
materials and that it would have little difficulty 
finding other suppliers to replace Australia.” 

" Rutile is a basic source of titanium, the tough, 
light metal used in missiles, submarines and air- 
craft. 

During his trip, Mr. Fraser met President 
Jimmy Garter, British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher. West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and French President Valery Giscard 
cTEstaing. 

Mr. Fraser announced on the eve of his depar- 
ture on Jan. 28 that the government had sus- 


pended the sale. by an Australian company of 
2,000 tonnes of rutile to the Soviet Union because 
of the Afghan crisis. The government controls the 
sale of raw materials through export licences. 

Mr. Fraser also ordered that a review should be 
made of strategic materials such as uranium, baux- 
ite and aluminium that might be banned for expon 
to the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Anthony's statement said: '‘After con- 
sidering the review, the government has decided 
that exports of these raw materials to the Soviet 
Union should continue normally.” 

He said the decision was made after taking into 
account the attitude of countries like the United 
States, the effectiveness of a raw materials 
embaigo and the effect of a possible ban on the 
world market. 

The Australian Government has taken a hard 
line towards the Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan, supporting President Carter's calls for a boy- 
cott of the Moscow Olympics. 

On his return to Australia today, Mr. Fraser 
said the government was keen to convince Oly- 
mpic officials that they should not send teams to 
Moscow. “Certainly we will be seeking to per- 
suade, and seeking to persuade as hard as we can,” 
Mr. Fraser said.

Italy faced- with renewed pressures 
to bring down ruling minority coalition 


ROME, Feb. 12 (R) - Italy is 
entering another period of polit- 
ical instability amid renewed pres- 
sures to bring down the fragile 
minority coalition of Christian 
Democratic Premier Francesco 
Cossiga. 

The Christian Democrats’ 
long-awaited -congress opens on 
Friday and appears certain to re- 
affirm the rejection by the coun- 
try's biggest party of a demand by 
the second-ranking Communists, 
now in opposition, for cabinet 
posts in an emergency gov- 
ernment. 

This would be likely to spur the 
third-place Socialists into drop- 
ping their policy of keeping the 
Cossiga coalition alive by abs- 
taining on key votes in parliament. 

The Socialists agreed to this in 
order to end a six month-long 
crisis last August. They had pre- 
viously called for a national gov- 
ernment, including the Com- 
munists. 

The Christian Democrats start 


their congress divided into three 
groups, each with a different 
attitude to the Communists. 

On the left, with about 41 per 
cent of the delegates, are sup- 
porters of outgoing party sec- 
retary Mr. Benigno Zaccagnini 
and former premier Mr. Giulio 
Andreotti, both prepared for 
some form of concession to the 
Communists. 

On the right, with 32 percent of 
the delegates, are supporters of 
former premier Mr. Amintore 
Fanfani, former industry minister 
Mr. Carlo Donat Cattin and 
others, aH strongly opposed to any 
concessions. 

In the middle, with 23 per cent, 
is a faction of political pragmatists, 
opposed to concessions to the 
Communists now but open to the 
possibility at some time in the 
. future. 

The right and centre, with 55 
per cent of delegate strength, win

Congressmen involved in 
U.S. probe said limited 
to eight already identified 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 12 (R)-A 
big UB. Government corruption 
inquiry involves eight members of 
Congress already identified in 
press reports. Attorney-General 
Benjamin O’vilelti said yesterday. 

In a disclosure bound to bring 
relief in Congress, the attorney- 
general said no other congressmen 
were implicated in an undercover 
operation known as “Abscam.” 

“Other than the unfortunate, 
regrettable and inexcusable leaks 
that have endangered innocent 
persons by identifying them spec- 
ifically, there are no other 
senators or congressmen to my 
knowledge in any way related to 
the Abscam investigation,” Mr. 
Civiletti told reporters. 

This was the closest he had 
come to confirming press reports 
that one senator ana seven con- 
gressmen might be accused of tak- 


ing bribes from agents posing as 
wealthy Arabs in return for polit- 
ical favours. 

Speaking at a press luncheon, 
Mr. Civiletti expressed regret over 
the public disclosure of the oper- 
ation. He said he was appointing a 
special counsel to head an internal 
inquiry by the Justice Department 
into the hews leaks. 

The probe would seek to 
determine not only the source of 
the leaks but also the motivation 
of any government official who 
might have disclosed the infor- 
mation, he said. 

In order to protect the rights of 
those who may be accused and the 
prosecution cases now in pre- 
paration, the Justice Department 
has asked Congress to postpone its 
own investigation of charges 
against its members until trials are 
completed.

But Mr. Donat Cattin, who has 
called Mr. Andreotti “oppor- 
tunistically philo-communist,” 
will strongly oppose this, planning 
to nominate Premier Cossiga as 
secretary. 

After" the congress it will be up 
to the Socialists to deckle whether 
or not to end the Cossiga coalition 
by withdrawing their indirect 
backing of Italy's 37th post-war 
government. 

Moderate party secretary Mr. 
Bettino CraxJ, believed to have 
ambitions to become premier 
himself, says be wants to avoid a 
crisis as no negotiated solution is 
in sight. 

But leftist deputy secretary Mr. 
Claudio Signonle has called for a 
crisis to force the Christian Demo- 
crats into accepting a deal with the 
Communists immediately after 
the congress. 

As for the Communists, they 
are bolding to their policy of 
remaining in opposition until 
given a firm commitment by the 
Christian Democrats that they are 
acceptable coalition partners. 

The Communists, who con- 
sistently lost votes while propping 
up Mr. Andreotti’s minority 
Christian Democratic gov- 
ernments from 1976 to 1978, are 
hoping that their opposition status 
will help them in local elections in 
June. 


BELGRADE, Feb. 12 (R) - 
President Tito remained in serious 
condition today with heart and 
kidney troubles following the 
amputation of his left leg last 
month, official sources said. 

The sources said that the 87- 
year-old Yugoslav leader spent a 
quiet night and slept well, but his 
condition was unchanged. 

Last night his doctors reported 
that in addition to kidney and 
digestive problems disclosed on 
Sunday, be had developed heart 
trouble. 

Their terse bulletin gave few 
details, but it caused mounting 
anxiety in Yugoslavia, which Pres- 
ident Tito has ruled virtually 
unchallenged for nearly four 
decades. He is president for life of 
the state and ruling Communist 
Party. 

The bulletin said: “In the 
treatment of President of the 
Republic Josip Broz Tito, dif- 
ficulties iu connection with (he 
function of the kidneys are still 
present. Treatment has been 
made more difficult because of 
certain signs of heart weakness. 
The necessary medical measures 
are being undertaken." 

The Yugoslav authorities 
appeared to be keen to keep the 
situation cool and there were no 
signs of special security measures 
or military alert, as happened at 
the time of the amputation on Jan. 
20 .

Poland’s leadership looks to the ’8 1

WARSAW- Poland's Com- 
munist Party has been gearing 
up for its eighth post-war con- 
gress in a mood of outward 
confidence which barely con- 
ceals national gloom about 
immediate economic prospects 
and heightened world tension . 
The congress , which opened in 
the Stalinist Palace of Culture ■ 
in Warsaw yesterday, faces the' 
unenviable task of mapping out 
a strategy for the 80s in a coun- 
try where the exercise of power 
requires the high skill of 
balancing on a political tight- 
rope. 

With official forecasts that 
planned growth rates this year will 
be the lowest in modem times, no 
end in sight to the inherent strains 
in relations between church and 
state despite Pope John Paul's 
visit here last year, and the con- 
tinuing pressure of dissent, it 
seems unlikely (hat the party will 
use its congress to make any sub- 
stantial changes in the leadership. 

The man who steered Poland 
through hs growth years in rbe 
early 70s and then contained 
potential unrest as the economy 
began to slow. Party Secretary 
Edward Gierek, is almost certain 1 
to retain and possibly increase his. 
hold on power following the con- 
gress. 


“There could be a few minor’ 
alterations, out there will be no 
upheavals in the congress.” an 
influential member of the Com- 
munist Party's central committee 
said. 

The unlikelihood of any major 
change, with emphasis on the con- 
tinuity of Mr. Gierek’s pragmatic 
approach, spells disappointment 
for liberals who had pinned their 
hopes on a thorough shake up of 
Poland's socialist system, often 
described as inefficient. 

A report by an unofficial but not 
dissident group of researchers, 
which called for basic changes 
within the socialist structure and 
claimed that the broad masses had 
lost confidence in their leaders, 
circulated through Poland last 
autumn but has since vanished 
almost without trace. 

The report scarcely found an 
echo in the official guidelines for 
the forthcoming party congress, 
entitled “For the further 
development of socialist Poland 
and prosperity of the Polish 
nation," which were published 
soon afterwards. 

But (he guidelines, while heav- 
ily dosed with official rhetoric and 
boasting about real achievements 
in health, education and social 
welfare and in the increased pro- 
vision of luxury consumer goods, 
featured fewer promises than the 
draft before the last party congress 
in Decem ber 1975. 

The guidelines for that con- 
gress, for example, called for a 40 
per cent increase in the gross 


national product, while actually’ 
only 16 per cent was achieved 
from 1976 to 1980. Now GNP 
targets for the next five years have 
been set at a more modest 14-18 
per cent. 

On the positive side, the 
guidelines for the coming congress 
point to real advances in the pro- 
vision of cars, television sets, 
washing machines and other lux- 
uries which has made Poland more 
Western-looking than some other 
Eastern bloc countries. 

But supply in many sectors, 
including housing where chronic 
shortages continue, is often far 
outstripped by a seemingly insat- 
iable domestic demand For any- 
thing from cheap bread to a large 
family car. 

Prices, especially of staple food 
products, remain a constant con- 
cern. Successive administrations 
in Poland have discovered that 
they seek increases in this sector at 
rheir peril. 

The congress outlines reflect 
the knowledge that Mr. Gierek 
was swept to power in 1970 fol- 
lowing an abortive attempt to 
raise food prices and that his popu- 
larity was severely damaged when 
he tried to do the same thing with- 
out success in 1 976. They say that 
staple food products will be sub- 
sidised this year to the tune of 169 
billion zloties ($5 billion) 

During the citizens' phone-in 
sessions with government minis- 
ters in the run-up to the congress, 
a constant .theme was dis- 
satisfaction . over shortages and 


what appears to be hidden price 
increases introduced both by new 
packaging and the establishment 
of parallel commercial shops 
where prices are frequently dou- 
ble official tariffs. 

The phone-in sessions, pub- 
lished in the Warsaw daily news- 
paper Zycie Warszawy. included 
some fairly blunt talk. 

One reader asked about the 
black market, another complained 
about the - ready availability of 
Western goods for hard currency 
in special shops, and many more 
said they had been unable to 
obtain goods because of bureau- 
cratic slowness. inefficiency and 
poor distribution. 

The communist authorities are 
aware of these facts and admit in 
the guidelines that increased effi- 
ciency will have to be matched by 
a decrease in bureaucracy. 

How far this can be applied, 
within the strict tenets of socialist 
control of the economy, remains 
to be seen and will doubtless be a 
key talking point during the con- 
gress. 

The powerful Roman Catholic 
Church, which claims the adher- 
ence of some SO per cent of 
Poland's population, has also 
come out strongly in recent state- 
ments against economic mis- 
management and what it called 
the progressive division of. the 
country into haves and have-nots,
